lntervlew;wlth lie Hon."Francis 


G. Newlands. 


Congressman,Francis O. Newlanrte 


Arrived in Reno yesterday morniug 
•nd was called^ upon at bis .residence 


.representative, to whom 


be paid In an interview: 


"I expeot to'remain In Nevada until 


Congress reassembles, and will visit 
many sections of tbe State during tbe 
summer, especially tboie places that I 
was prevented by illness from visiting 
during the last campaign. 
. ' i 


"I do not know whether a& extra 


session of Congress will be called or 
not. I think It would be well to bold 
the session, as there are 'important 
question* growing oat of the war that 
it would be well-to settle before, the 
next national campaign. • 
,'• 


" It ie by mo means certain that im- 


perialism will be the leading" Issue in 
the campaign. The whole question 
will be thoroughly threshed out at the 
next session and possibly'settled iu 
snob a way as to leave no national 
issue. 


"Tbe prominence ot the money qaes 


tion as an Issue in tbe next national 
campaign will depend somewhat on 
the action ot tbe Republican party at 
the coming session of Congress. 


"Regarding tbe question ot bank cur- 


rency, if an effort i* made to follow 
tie lines of tbe Indianapolis monetary 
conference and surrender to the banks 
tbe privilege ot creating money and of

controlling the money volume, the 
money quest iao will be a very live 


The chief question will probably be 


the regulation and control of trusts. 
My own belief Is that this can only be 
accomplished successfully by Federal 
legislation, operating on combinations 
ot capital throughout the country.

•'I believe that the Democratic party 


lias the inclination to meet this issue 
squarely but its theory of govern- 
ment, particularly as relates to the 
limited powere of the general govern- 
ment and the reserved powers of tbe 
State governments, may prevent tbe 
Democratic party from presenting a 
national remedy.

"When I was a medical student in 


the University of Pennsylvania," flaid 
the doctor, "the boya celebrated aa in- 
teresting event in the domestic life of 
one of the professors in a unique way.

Coal Used by RomaJi*. 


It is believed by some historians that 


coal was used, by the Romans on the 
continent and by the Britons on .the is- 
land before the arrival of Caesar.' As 
early'as 1284* Henry m granted a li- 
cense to dig coal near Newcastle, but a 
few,years later the use of coal was for- 
bidden in London, the smoke being 
deemed prejudicial to public health; 


In 1808 the London gentry petitioned 


the king against its use, declaring 
that, in spite of his royal order, certain 
malicious persons persisted in burning 
it 
Coals began to be brought from 


Newcastle to London in 1881, during 
the reign of Richard II 
By the year 


1400 coal was commonly burned 'in 
London as a fuel, 'though. 800 years 
later, in'the reign of "Charles I; its-use. 
w«s far from, being general throughout 
England. 


Anthracite coal, which, except the 


diamond, is the purest form of. carbon 
known, was first used by a Connecticut 
blacksmith, named Gore, in 17681 and 
as a domestic fuel1'by Judge Jesse Fell 
of Wilkesbarre,-Pa;. in 1808.
